of town began calling officials and 
complaining that there was no 
water preasur*.

An auxiliary gas engine was im- 


mediately pressed into service, and 
within a short time, pressure was 
restored but it took most of the 
night before the reservoirs could be 
re-filled.

Any blaze which could 
not have been extinguished with 
booster lines and hand exting- 
uishers could have been disastrous 
to Youngsville.

CHURCHILL'S VICTORY 


Now that he has returned to power in Britain, 


Winston Churchill is expected to seek an early meet- 
ing with President Truman. 


American officials anticipate also that he will 


Dress for a conference of western leaders with Soviet 
Premier Stalin sometime next year. 


Many predict Churchill may make slow headway 


tt-ith this cherished project, for Mr. Truman has been 
cold to the. idea . 
unless Stalin is willing, to. 


come to Washington. 


Aside from a renewal of intense personal diplom- 


acy at the highest .level—a Churchill characteristic 
during the war years—little if any early changes in- 
British foreign policyvare expected to comesfrom the 
Conservative victory. 


One of the first issues for vital decision by the 1 


new British government is the Iranian oil crisis. 
However, most American officials do not see how any 
British government can do other than liquidate the 
Iranian holdings under Iran's nationalization law. 


Some observers think the task may be easier for 


a Conservative than a Labor regime because the 
Conservatives can accuse their predecessors of hav- 
ing 'so mishandled the whole affair as to leave them 
no alternative. 


The worst split between the U. S. and Britain 


during the Labor regime has been over Far Eastern 
policy: Britain recognized Communist China; the 
U. S. refused to do so. 


There is speculation as to whether Churchill will 


try .to change this situation—but diplomatic experts 
Believe the development of Britain's policies will, de- 
pend more on future events in the Far East than on 
any deliberate major policy changes by Churchill. 


But aside from policy questions, one gets the im- 


pression that at least some administration leaders 
believe it may be easier to do business with a group 
of men less devoted to a doctrinaire concept of gov- 
ernment than the labor leaders in most instances 
were. 


Then too Churchill's personal popularity in this 


country is very great. A government led by him 
and men of his selection may command somewhat 
more confidence in the U. S. congress'than cue which 
was periodically accused by many legislators of 
spending American aid dollars to finance experiments 
in Socialism. 


"SOCIALIZED MEDICINE" 
IN STATE GOVERNMENT 


More than one person who so loudly attacks the 


public health proposals as "socialized medicine" 
might be surprised to know that the State of Penn- 
sylvania maintains 10 general hospitals where free 
care is available at the rate of 439,080 hospital days 
per biennium, costing almost ten million dollars. 


These are not mental hospitals or tuberculosis 


hospitals, but general hospitals for medical and sur- 
gical cases. Most of them are located in Schuylkill 
and Luzerne counties, and, under the terms of the 
'aws governing their operation, free care is available. 


All of this was brought out in an address in the 


Senate by Senator Elmer J. Holland, of Allegheny 
county, in a plea for greater economy in the state 
government. Why should taxpayers throughout the 
state provide free hospital care in these areas? Or, • 
if free hospital care is to be furnished by the state! 
why shouldn't it be available elsewhere? 


For three evenings, beginning tonight, goblins and

WASHINGTON COLUMN * 
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SHAPE Playing for 
To Build Defensive Force 


BY PETER EDSON

PARIS — (NEA) — SHAPE — General Eisenhower's Supreme Head- 


quarters Allied Powers' in Europe — has to be seen to be believed. 


The building itself is a one-story rambler and strictly temporary, with 
a long central corridor behind a plain reception center, and a dozen 
wings leading off at either side. Ike and -his personal staff of brain- 
trusters occupy fourth wing left. 
There are carpets on the floor, curtains and drapes at the windows 


of the top offices and principal, conference rooms. There is a dining 
room for top officers and a cafeteria for "all ranks." There are, in fact, 
several cafeteria lines to accommodate the differences in pay of 
American and European military personnel. 


It is a real international headquarters. Of the 255 staff officers, 110 


are- Americans, headed by General Alfred M. Gruenther, chief of staff. 
Forty-five are British, 40 French. Ten of the 12 North Atlantic Treaty 
countries are represented, Iceland and Portugal being the exceptions. 
'T'HE specific problem facing SHAPE is a two-fold mission. First is 
A to develop forces to prevent war. Second, if this is not successful, 
to operate th? forces they have to bast advantage. 


There is no speculation at SHAPE on what the Soviet will do. All 


effort is concentrated on what the Soviet could do. Six months ago it 
was freely stated that if the Soviet armies marched, they could reach 
the English Channel in 20 days. Today the estimate is 35 days. There 
has been that much improvement. The goal is to build a force that 
could stop a Soviet advance cold. 
Total Soviet forces are estimated at four million men, with 20,000 


planes. Sixty-five of Russia's 175 divisions are mechanized, Russia 
could mobilize 300 divisions in 30 days, from reserves, but some 
would be second class. In addition, satellite forces are estimated at 
150,000 to 200,000 men, but not first-class units. Turkish, Greek and 
Yugoslav forces facing this satellite front are now considered superior. 


It is sufficient to say that Allied Torces facing them on the western 


front are not so many nor so ready, now. But one year from now 
the Soviet capability would be deadened unless Russia masses new 
supplies and more troops. 
rpo build up European morale, the SHAPE staff — while emphasizing 
•*• readiness to meet a Soviet surprise -attack with present NATO 
forces— keeps pointing to the future. They emphasize what forces will 
be one, two and three years from now. 


While Russia might overrun Europe now, it would be the first 


battle of what would be a long war. The Soviet would be subjected to 
a devastating strategic air" attack. That would further weaken Rus- 
sia's industrial potential, which even now is considered inferior to 
the West's. 


In 1946, Stalin stated the Russian industrial goal as 60-million-tons

Hol Boyle's Comment

New York— (ff) 
—Americans 


are a strange nation of people 
united by a Democratic constitu- 
tion — and a red cement called 
ketchup. 
^ It Is doubtful which has done 
more to hold them together. 
- Long debates have been held on 
"What is the great American dish. 
Apple pie? Pumpkin pie? Fried 
-chicken? Turkey with cranberry 
'sauce? 
The hamburger? 
The 
iot dog? 
- All these- have their passionate 
defenders. 
But to any one who 


regularly 
travels these United 


States, there can be but one an- 
swer. The great American dish 
isn't a dish at all. It's a bottle, a' 
bottle containing the flavor in wid- 
est favor—ketchup. 


Ketchup, also known as catchup 


and catsup, is no more native to 
these shores than folks named 
Smith, Jones, Johnson or O'Houli- 
han. 
It is an immigrant. 
It 


originated in Malay. It was made 
usually of mushrooms, unripe wal- 
nuts and npe tomatoes, and was 
used to flavor soups, meat and 
fish. 


Only after migrating to Amer- 


ica, however, did ketchup come 
into its own. Here its ingredients 
are tomato puree, vinegar, spices 
and sugar. 


And the scarlet, gooey 
semi- 


fluid graduated from a flavoring 
substance into an all-purpose food. 
You true ketchup fan today will 
eat it through a straw. He will 
douse it on 
everything 
from 


chicken-a-la-king to ice cream 
and only an iron tradition keeps 
some enthusiasts from using it to 
cool their coffee. 


In times of prosperity the poor 


man uses it to anoint everything 
on his full plate. 
In times of 


hardship ketchup is the poor man's 
surest f9dder. He can go up to 
a cafeteria counter, ask for a cup 
of hot water, take the steaming 
cup to the nearest table, 'pump 
some ketchup in it—and he has a 
bowl of tomato soup for nothing. 


"During the last depression," 


a Florida cafeteria owner told me, 
"that ketchup trick almost caused 
me to go broke. I think it start- 
ed with a damyankee visitor, but 
he sure did spread the custom fast 
through the south." 


What explains the overwhelming 


popularity 
of 
ketchup? 
Many 


restaurant owners have a cynical 
answer. 


"Because it's free," they say 


"Anything that's free is bound t 
be popular." 


But I don't think that is the rea 


explanation. 
I think the reasor 


is partly psychological—part o 
mankind's old quest for certaintj 
in an uncertain world. 


A man goes into the average 


small restaurant and orders mea 
loaf and hash-browned potatoes 
When his loaded plate is brought 
he looks uneasily at it. Doub 
surges above his hunger. What is 
in that mysterious mess before 
him? 
Where did it come from? 


What is in it? 
He takes a ten- 


tative taste, and his doubt im- 
mediately deepens. Has the cook 
played a Hallowe'en tnck on him ? 


He sighs, reaches for the ketch- 


up bottle, and covers the plate 
from edge to edge. He no longer 
can see what lies beneath the new 
red swamp he has created. And 
no matter what heady taste of 
glue the menu items had before, 
it is drowned in the all-enveloping 
flavor of ketchup, a flavor as 
changeless as the U. S. Bill of 
Rights. 


No, Americans don't turn to 


ketchup merely because it is free. 
They reach for it because it is 
the constant friend of people who 
must eat out in strange places, 
a sentinel as faithful to them as a 
lighthouse is to ships lost at sea. 
Some may not actually like it; but 
they know for sure what it is.
